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On the evening o£ June 4, 1964 , Father JOSEPH DREW, 

St. Paul the Apostle Church, Richardson, Texas, telephonically 
advised SA ROBERT P. GEMBERLING that on the Monday or Tuesday 
following the assassination of President JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY, 
a member of his parish, vttiose name he cannot now recall, told hint 
that approximately two years prior to the assassination he (the 
unidentified parishioner) had been in attendance at a party at an 
unknown location in Richardson , Texas , Which was attended by the 
owner of the Texas School Book Depository and his wife. Father 
DREW stated that this unknown parishioner told him that either 
the owner of the Texas School Book Depository or his wife had 
made a remark at this party to the effect, "It would be a good 
thing if President KENNEDY got shot." 

Father DREW stated he wrote the unidentified parishioner's 
name on a piece of paper which he cannot now locate. He stated 
that as he recalls , the name of the owner of the Texas School 
Book Depository began with the letter "C" . The name "CASON" was 
mentioned to Father DREW, and he stated that sounded like the 
name mentioned by the unidentified parishioner. 

Father DREW stated that immediately after being told by 
the unidentified parishioner about the foregoing statement, he 
telephonically contacted the Dallas Police Department and told 
them about it, and that in the event they desired to check into 
it, they should recontact him. He stated that he was not re- 
contacted by the Dallas Police Department and , therefore , did 
not think this to be of any significance to the investigation.. 

Father DREW stated, however, that he has thought of 
this on several occasions during the past few months , and that 
recently, as a result of the violence occurring in the New 
York area , as well as the fact that he frequently preaches about 
his concern about people's lack of concern, hd felt that he 
should make it known to the FBI. 
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Relevant" text begins on pp. 117 , 152 . This is from File 1347 . Gemberling is the Dallas. 
FBI agent who compiled large files on the assassination. This is not the form of origi 
nal FBI reports, which suggests it is a paraphrase of the original report. Those I have 
been able to locate are included here. Others are still suppressed in the files or the 
FBI held out on the Commission, which would not be exceptional. (See the Willens and 
Shaffer memos of January 11 and 14 , 1964 .) Gemberling discloses hidden knowledge or the 
best hunches in correctly guessing the name, for Cason is not the only executive at e 
School Book Depository whose name begins with a "C".

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Because the priest had "immediately" told the Dallas police of what he took to be a 
threat against the life of the President, one wonders if he really forgot the name of 
his parishioner or, as seems probable in another Dallas case, is respecting the confi- 
dential nature ef the confessional. Whichever is true, it may have weighed on his own 
mind and conscience , for it was more than six months after the assassination that he 
told the FBI. Note the indirection of the paraphrase, which leaves unclear when the 
first call was, by whom, whether the priest was returning a call or anything about how 
it all began. What is clear is that the Dallas police knew "immediately". With Oswald 
the officially recognized assassin, is it not strange there was so little official in- 
terest in a threat attributed to his employer? 
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
